THE PRINCE OF BRITTANY.

HE Conftable, to whom the Prince had 
given an account of his embafly, in a very 
circumttantial letter, had retired diffatisfied with 
the Duke his nephew.

If thou wert not fa- 
tisfied with that, Speak inflantly: Iam ready to 
regard thee as the private gentleman only, and 
will wave every advantage of the Prince.””-———

minded, bat ill-fated Prince, ‘‘do notadd mean- 
nels to perfidy. Jhave nothing more to fay to 
thee. Be content with the charatter of informer. 
Let the Duke krow in what manner [ have re- 
ceived his meflage. Go-—fail not to tell him

Hingant, be aflur- 
ed, has not fuffered one of your expreffions to ef- 
cape him. Hewill report them to your brother, 
and paint them in the blackeft colours. Alas! 
perhaps it was their with (for of what are not the 
wicked capable) to involve you if poliible in 
guilt. The Princefs was right: you fpoke not 
the fentiments of your heart. How often have 
you repeated, that the Duke and your country 
was dear to you: and that you would fhed your 
blood for the good of your houfe and of the itate. 
It was not you that fpoke—and yet they will 
judge you from thee expreflion you have fuffered 
to eicapt you. Youweep”——=“* Yes, my friends, 
you fee me weep. My deareft wife, forgive thy 
lover! That tranfport of rage could proceed on- 
ly from my tendernefs for thee. Oh, my unhap- 





py temper! Why cannot I fubdue it? Into what 
dangers it involves me! Oh, my friends—My 
dear Alicia. I reproach myfelf for it a thoufand 
times more than you can do. But the Duke—do 
you know that he threatens to difloive the ties— 
let them take my life before they tear me from 
Alicia. The mifcreants, how they fport with my 
irritable temper! How well they know me! Bar- 
barians! they have deprived me of my brother's 
heart! They have given him their own ignoble 
and detefted fouls! [ perceive it—I have loft him 
for ever—I forefee the event. But, Oh, my 
Alicia, love me Mill, and I will defy the utmott 
rigour of misfortune.”—He runs to his wife—he 
folds her to his bofom—he bathes her with his 
tears: “Ah! how wretched amI! They have 
torced me to blufh for myfelf.”’ 


They,take advantage of this ingenous forrow. 
They prevail upon him to write a letter to his 
brother, pathetically expreflive of fenfibility and 
regret. His anfwer to Hingant he imputed to 
the violence of his love. e promifed to po 
with his wife to throw himfelf at the feet of his 
Sovereign and Brother, whofe forgivenefs he 
earneftly implored, and whofe affection he re- 
claimed. 

This husiliating ftep did not difarm the anger 
of Francis, whom the enemies of the Prince con- 
tinued inceflantly to exafperate. He did not de- 
lay to repair to the Court of Charles at Chinan. 
He indifpe fed that Monarch towards the Prince, 


who was on the point of rev@lting. He men- 
tioned the offer which Henry had made him of
